IBORG (Finland) July 23.—The 
curtain dropped, this afternoon, 
on the final act of the drama of 
Russia’s first Parliament, when, under 
the spur of the threat of the Gover- 
nor-General to use military force to 
end the session and with troops al- 
ready converging on the Hotel Belvi- 
dere, where the meeting was held, the 
assembled members of the lower 
house, 186 in number, hurriedly 
adopted a signed address to the peo- 
ple which is thoroughly revolutionary 
in its nature; elected a perpetual exec- 
‘utive committee, headed by Prince 
Paul Dolgourokoff, vice-president of 
the house, to carry on the work of lib- 
eration, and adjourned amid charac- 
teristic Russian embracing and kiss- 
ing. | 
A few members, including President 
Mouromtzeff, Ivan Petrunkevitch and 
Count Heyden, returned to St. Peters- 
burg by evening trains. The Consti- 
tutional Democratic cohorts intended 
to go to St. Petersburg in the morn- 


bers fearing their arrest on their ar- 
rival at the capital, will remain for 
the present in Finland, or return by 
roundabout routes. 

STRIKES VULNERABLE POINT. 

The address, which bears a remark- 
able similarity to the manifesto 
framed by the council of workmen, 
last November, which landed its au- 
thors and the editors of eight St. Pet- 
ersburg newspapers in the cells of the 
fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
strikes the government in its most 
vulnerable point by declaring that the

THE PSYCHOLOGICAL MOMENT. 
Until the last moment, it seemed 
that the desire for unanimous adop- 
tion of the manifesto would be 
wrecked. There were sharp differ- 
ences between the Constitutional 
Democrats and the revolutionists, the 
latter wishing to proclaim the house 
in perpetual session and abrogate the 
allegiance of the people, while the 
Constitutional Democrats favored the 
declaration of the pacific general 
strike, wituout resort to revolutionary 
measures. as a protest against the 
Emperor's dissolution of Parliament. 
The psychological moment, which 
changed the minds of the Moderates, 
was the arrival of Gov. Rechenberg 
witn the curt command to disperse or 
take the consequences, when even the 
more conservative of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats, such as M. Petra- 
javitsky and Prof. Hertzenstein, who 
hed made speeches in favor of mod- 
eration, struck hands with the Radi- 
cals, and the whole assembly fore- 
swore amendment and debate and 
adopted the address unanimously.

DREADNAUGHT PLANS OUT. 


British Government Makes First Offi- 
cial Announcement Regarding 
Monster Battleship.

LONDON, July 23.—The first official 
announcement regarding the battle- 
ship Dreadnaught is contained in 4 
white book on naval construction the 
past year, which was issued tonight. 
Besides the ten 12-inch guns an- 
nounced, the Dreadnaught will Have 
twenty-seven 12-pound, quick-firing 
anti-torpedo-boat guns and five sub- 
merged torpedo tubes 
In the arrangement of armament, 
six of the big guns are mounted in 
pairs on the center line of the ship. 
and the remaining four are mounted in 


irs as broadsides. Thus, eight 12- 
nch guns, or 8 per cent. of the plain 
armament, can be fired on either 


broadside, and four 6-inch guns, or 6 
per cent., can be fired simultaneously 
ahead or astern. 
After thorough consideration from 
every point of view the white book 
states that the experts had no difficulty 
in arriving at a decision to adopt tur- 
bines, which are considered more ad- 
vantageous for sea-going , posses- 
sing sufficient stopping and turni 
power and for purposes of quick a 
“easy maneuvering. 

The speed is designed to be twenty- 
one knots. The bunker capacity is 
2700 tons, with which the Dreadnaught 
can steam 5800 sea miles at economical 
speed and 3500 miles at eighteen and 
orie-half knots. 

The estimated cost of the 
naught, Including guns, is $8,987,485.

Now Ten Years Old, and Great Prog- 
ress Has Been Made in Single 
Decade of Experiment. 
{Scientific American:} Wireless tel- 
egraphy is now ten years old. On 
June 2, 1896, there was filed in the 
British patent office a provisional 


specification “for improvements in 
transmitting electrical impulses and 
signals and in ratus therefor,’ by 


one Guglielmo Marconi, residing at 
No. 71 Hereford road, Bayswater, 


At the time this patent was applied 
for, the art of transmitting messages 
without wires was wholly unknown, 
in so far as its practice and utiliza- 
tion were concerned. 

Marconi was perhaps the most per- 
sistent experimenter in the bridging of 
greater distances, while very early in

CITY SUPERFICIALLY QUIET. 

Although minor rioting continued in 
the outskirts throughout the night, the 
city is superficially quiet this morning, 
but ominous forebodings of a coming 
storm are apparent on every hand. 

A correspundent of the Associated 
Press made a tour of the city early 
this morning. At every block he en- 
countered reinforced patrols, saw ex- 
cited groups on corners, and met half 
a dosen squads of gendarmes with 
drawn swords, escorting little bands 
of arrested persons to prison. During 
the night, over a thousand arrests of 
workmen, agitators and revolutionary 
suspects were made. The railroads 
leading out of the city have been placed 
under martial law, and the gendarmes 
search the passengers and baggage on 
all trains for arms and political docu- 
ments. Systematic military perquisi- 
tions for political agitators and espe- 
clally members of the proletariat or- 
ganizations are in full swing. 

TAURIDE PALACE CLOSED. 

Not only the Tauride Palace, but the 
gates of the park leading to it are 
closed, and the surrounding streets are 
alive with gendarmes and secret po- 
lice. In the courtyard of a neighbor- 
ing barracks of one of the guard regi- 
ments, the correspondent saw two com-

The Reich terms the dissolution of 
Parliament incredible, in view of the 
events of the past year and says: “It 
is true that a new Parliament has been 
summoned, but in the present temper 
of the population it is meaningless. 
With the shattering of the hopes of the 
people falls the prestige of the prin- 
ciple of popular representation. If 
‘the best men in the country,’.as the 
Emperor called them, could not re- 
store tranquillity, what chance has the 
discredited ministry to prevent an ele- 
mentary explosion? Old methods of 
repression can only result in untold 
horror. We profoundly regret what 
must follow, but the conscience of Par- 
Hament, which tried to avoid a con- 
flict, is clear. The blood of the martyrs 
will not be upon its shoulders. Parlia- 
ment has not sat in vain. It has 
strengthened the cause of liberty and 
proved to Europe that the Russians 
are not barbarians, but are fitted for 


safe government.”

LOST MEXICAN MINE. 


Romantic Stories Told of the Aban- 
doned Treasures There—The Lost 
Mine of Taiopo. 

A writer in the current issue of Mod- 
ern Mexico says that among the rich 
mines worked by the Spaniards was the 


Tarasca, in Sonora, of which Hum 


boldt writes so fascinatingly and Ward 
and other historians mention favor 
ably. The history of Tarasca is one of 
evil deeds, of duplicity, of theft, of 
greed and all the base passions incited 
by the love of gold. The mine was 
worked long before the Spaniards ar- 
rived in Mexico, and the gold and sil- 


ver fashioned into ornaments by the 


aborigines. A family in Guaymas has 
a necklace of flying fish purchased from 
a Pima Indian chief, who stated that 
the metal was dug from Tarasca. The 
mine was worked by various Spaniards 
and later acquired from the crown of 
Spain. It was extensively worked, 
barring certain periods during Apache 
wars, until the epoch of the French in- 
tervention, when the shafts and tun- 
nels are said to have been concealed 
by the administrador, Don Juan Mo- 
reno, an Imperialist, who was forced 
to seek safety in flight. After the 
restoration of peace Tarasca was looked 
for in vain, and to the present time no 
one is certain of its location, though 
the mine now known as Ubarbo is be- 
lieved to be the Tarasca. Ubarbo had 
been extensively worked when redis- 
covered, years ago, and the shafts and 
tunnels concealed under earth and 
brush. Rich pillars of ore were found 
in the drifts, and the mine corresponds 
with the description in the archives 
of the American consulate at Guaymas.

has been kept higher than the law allows. 
Frenzied finance at the expense of 
the taxpayers of Los Angeles appar- 
ently, characterized the whole of the 
fiscal year which closed in the Audi- 
tor’s office on July 10. 
The administration played fast and 
loose with the city’s bond money. 
During the year $93,000 was illegally

The advice of the city’s attorney 
has always been that enough money 
should be collected for bonds and inter- 
est each year to provide a fund against 
which the city could draw for its 
bonds in case of emergency. This ad- 
vice has been the excuse of councils 
for levying an excessive bond tax rate. 

Note the result: During the last two 
ye the city has collected in bond 
tax about $350,000 more than was paid 
out for interest and’ sinking fund. The 
balance in the bond fund on July 10 of 
this year was $24,127.77.. And there was 
a shortage of $25,000 in the bond con- 
struction fund.

GENEROUS MEXICO. 


Col. Seymour Gets Extension of Rail- 
road Concession That Had Been 
Declared Forfeited. 


Col. F. H. Seymour, who is spending 
the season with his family in his beau- 
tiful summer home at Redondo, re- 
ceived a telegram yesterday from Don 
| Sebastian Camacho of the Mexican 
‘government, announcing that he has 
deen granted an extension of two 
years in which to meet the demands of 
his railroad coneersion. 

It was a happy bit of news for Col. 
Seymour. For years he has made his 
home at Torres, in the State of Sonora. 
He was granted a franchise to build a 
railroad from Torres station, on the 
Southern Paecifie Rallroad, to Minas 
Prietas, a dfstance of about twelve 
thiles, with an extension of about sixty 
miles to the Yaqui River, provided 
he built six miles of the extension each 
year. 
before last the requirements 
were met, but last year, owing to un- 
forseen difficulties, he was unable to 
build the required track. Notification 
came that his concession had been for- 
feited. But Col, Seymour has not lived 
in Mexico sixteen years without mak- 
ing a host of friends. Even the ma- 
rauding Yaqui Indians respected him. 
The extension of the concession finally 
was gained. . 

“TI cannot say enough for President 
Diaz, Vice-President Corral and other 
Mexican officials,” said Col. Seymour. 
“They are following a policy that is 
rapidly bringing Mexico to the front. 
Great developments will be witnessed 
there in the next ten years. You will 
live to see it become a far more im- 
portant section of this continent than 
people believe possible today. Its vast 
mineral wealth has only been toyed 
with as yet and extensive regions of

AND SUICIDE FORGIVEN.

Man Who Disfigured Wife's Beauty 
and Destroyed His Own 
Nerves With Same Revolver, Win 
“Be Relieved of Murderous Charge 
Because of Blindness. 


Pitying him because he is going blind, 
Mrs. Michael Cserepes has forgiven 
the husband who, she charges, sought 
her life. 

Her own face is shot to pleces by the 
same aig that shattered his optic 
nerves. Nevertheless, she promises 
that when he gets out of prison she 
will be waiting to care for him. 

Instead of going to trial this morning 
for assault with intent to kill, as had 
been planned, he will be allowed to 
plead guilty in Judge Smith's court to 
assault with a deadly weapon. 

The maximum penalty for this is 
two years in the State's prison. For 
the crime upon which he was to have 
been tried he might have been sen- 
tetnced to fourteen years. 

Cserepes is a moody, bloodthirsty 
Hungarian. He and his wife sepa- 
rated some time ago, and while they 
were living apart he got the idea that 
she was not faithful to him. Leaving 
a wild sort of a note that he was 
gzoing to kill her to save her from 
her own wayward disposition, he shot 
her twice through the face and then 
shot himself in the head. 

The shooting took place at their 
home on Fortieth street, where they 
lived on adjoining lots after the sep- 
aration. 

The woman managed to crawl 
around into her own back yard and 
into a tent, where she was finally res- 
cued. When she was first taken .to 
jail, she raged against him and said 
she would see him suffer any fate 
before she would ever speak to him 
again; she even refused to see him, 
in spite of his pleadings. 

Neighbors on Fortieth street said 
yesterday that she has learoed of the 
man's terrible doom of coming blind- 
ness, and all her bitterness has 
forgotten. She wants to get nim out 
of jail so she may care for him. 

The reasons the prosecutor has 
agreed to let him plead gtilty to as- 
sault with a deadiy weapon are that 
he recetved plenty of punishment for 
one man in shooting himself, and that 
his wife makes so poor a witness in 
her excitable, foreign jabber that it 
would be hard to secure a conviction.

Another 
saying of the dead Wall street opera- 
tor is that a lavish display of wealth 
creates envy in the minds of those 
unable to vie with such a manner of 
life. It would seem as if the sound- 
ness of this statement depends upon 
how the expenditure is made. If it is 
not done in an ostentatious way. and 
as if for the mere purpose of display- 
ing the possession of wealth, money 
may be spent both wisely and well in 
maintaining an establishment of great 
magnitude, where every luxury may 
be enjoyed by its possessors. Indeed, 
the rich man who lives miserly is not 
only mean but wicked. The rich man 
who maintains a luxurious establish - 
ment must employ a great many per- 
sons in various capacities, and if he 
pays them just wages and treats them 
with consideration and compassion 
that uman instincts suggest, he 
spends this money not only legally 
and justly, but wisely. 

Alms should have no place in the 
sociology of America. Before the law, 
all men stand upon an equal footing. 
In view of the vast opportunities for 
earning a living and acquiring riches, 
offered by the natural conditions of 
our country, normal people ought to 
put themselves beyond the possibility 
of having to ask for charity. The rich 
man who gives industrious and provi- 
dent people an opportunity of earning 
a good livelihood is one who is heip- 


ing in the best way the best elements 
of society. The lazy, the improvident, 
the wnenterprising, are not the classes 
of men who deserve first consideration

Our Iron and Steel. 

We are now making more pis iron 
than Great Britain and Germany com- 
bined, which are our nearest competi- 
tors. Our output was 23,000,000 tons 
for 1995, as compared with 16,500,000 
tons in 1904. The gain this year will 
be comparatively small over last year's 
big output, but there will be a gain. 
„ St. Louis Globe-Democrat says 
that probably the 25,900,000 mark will 
be passed. We are now far ahead of 
Great Britain in coal production, and 
have been ahead since 1900, and our 
lead is lengthening. The extent of our 
coal and ore deposits makes our con- 
tinued supremacy in iron and steel 
production safe. Engiand’s growth in 
these fields is now slow and is likely to 
remain so. Germany is making a rapid 
increase, but she lacks the raw ma- 
terial to permit her éver to become 
a close rival of the United States in 
any field of iron or steel uction. 


Glass Prevents Heat. 

An Austrian inventor, Richard Ssig- 
mondy, is reported to have made a new 
kind of window glass whose chief pe- 
culiarity is that it prevents the pas- 
sage of nine-tenths of the heat of the 
sun's rays. 

It ie well known that ordinary win- 
dow glas allows nearly all of the heat 
derived from the sun to through, 
but on the other hand intereepts ali 
heat coming from non-lummous 
sources, such as a stové or the heated 
ground. This is the reason why heat 
accumulates under the glass roof of 
a hothouse. 

If covered with Szigmondy’s glass a 
hothouse would, it is claimed, become 
a cold house, since the heat could not 
get into it. .

He called attention to the harbor im- 
provement of the Los Angeles Dock 
and Terminal Company and says the 
importance of the proposed harbor for 
the commercial development of Long 
Beach is too well known to need fur- 
ther emphasis. 
Regarding the outlet of the San Ga- 
briel River, Mr. Sonderegger says that 
in 1892, the old Terminal Railway now 
the Salt Lake. built a trestle bridge 350 
feet aboye the estuary. The floods 
washed out the abutments and piling 
and in 1896. General Manager Hynes 
in a letter to the harbor commission, 
gave details of his damming of the 
mouth of the river. He was censured 
by Maj. Davis, Corps of Engineers, U. 
S. A., who. finally comsented to allow 
the dam to remain temporarily, pro- 
vided the floods would not deposit 
débris or silt into the bay. Manager 
Hynes in his letter, said he had not 
heard from Maj. Davis, but had ‘his 
force ready to cut the dam out any 
time it was requested. 7 

Summarizing the evidence, Mr. Son- 
deregger says that as late as 1895, the 
San Gabriel River flowed directly into 
the sea with the tide, F and flow- 
ing through the outlet d that the 
river was navigable for certain craft 
at least twelve hours a day, with from 
ten to twenty feet of water. As 


way which has never been removed, 
the estuary 100 feet wide is now a solid 
chain of sand dunes eleven feet above 
mean low water, and no trace is left 
of the estuary. The depositing of sws- 
pended matter and detritus and the 
filling up of channel and bay is caused 
solely by the dam diverting the river 
water into shallow channels into Wil- 
mington Bay, the incoming tide check- 


Ing the velocity of the flood waters pre- 


venting the scouring of the river chan- 
nels and Wilmington Bay. 

In conclusion, the engineer recom- 
mends, that the trestle bridge be re- 
moved and as the removal of the Salt 
Lake road would be a formidable task 
the only solution is to provide for a 
modern lift bridge 180 feet wide, the 
two leaves opening by means of levers 
allows unobstructed passage of ves- 
sels with any size of masts. 

The proposed inner harbor consists 
of a turning basin 1200 feet in diame- 
ter and thirty feet deep, a channel 400 
feet wide, 3300 feet long, and 20 feet 
deep, and two channels 200 feet wide, 
21 feet deep, creating six miles of wa- 
ter frontage. These channels have been 
authorized by the War Department, 
which has also authorized the Dock 
and Terminal Company to construct an 
entrance to the inner harbor at the 
mouth of Gabriel River. This en- 
trance consists of two jetties con- 
structed as a random mound running 
into the ocean 4600 feet and 1890 feet 
respectively with a channel between 
jetties 300 feet wide at a depth of 
thirty feet, and 400 feet wide at a 
depth of twenty feet, connecting the 
turning basin with the ocean. It can 
therefore but be in the interest of the 
city to combine with the Dock and 
Terminal Company in their effort to 
effect the construction of this outlet. 

The next step for the Trustees will 
be to prepare an ordinance approving 
the report and making it supplemental 
to the former resolution now in the 
hands of Capt. Fries, the resident en- 
gineer in charge of the harbor im-
